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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: A voice 
mail was left with Mr. Ross on 12/1 1/09. The examiner noted that the Declarations of Dunn and Gruenwald filed on 
1 1/25/09 provide evidence that the Hanson reference was available as prior art as early as February 2003 and it would 
appear that the prior-filed provisional application 60/426,788, filed on 1 1/14/02, would need to be relied on to antedate 
the Hanson reference. The examiner noted that the limitations of claim 1 could not be located in the disclosure of the 
prior-filed provisional application and requested Mr. Ross's assistance in locating those limitations in order to expedite 
review of the application. As of 12/15/09, no response to the examiner's inquiry has been received.
